Dedicated 


On Sunday last the new Cumberland 


Presbyterian church at Cisco, of which 
Eev. W. L. Bnnkson is pastor, was dedi- 
cated with appropriate ceremonies by 
Eev. H. B. Crockett, of Bethany, assisted 
by Rev Bankson, The cnnrch is 30x44 
feet in size, and will seat 300 people. It 
cost about $1500, and every dollar of the 
indebtedness was provided for on Sun- 
day.

Undoubtedly this will be the senti- 
ment expresed by the other South Amer- 
ican nations. The matter will be talked 
up by the conference, and Congress and 
the people of the United States will be 
able to learn in this way how far thecoun- 
tries of the southern part of the continent 
would go towards bringing this state of 
things about. 


The Sugar Trust. 


"1'he Sugar Truat will be successfully 


broken up only by the people, through 
the courts or through the legislatures or 
Congress. When the Litter body meets 
the duty on sugar, by .ihioh the trust 
finds it possible to make its enormous 
profits of W per cent, on stock watered 
100 per cent, will undoubtedly be care- 
fully considered and should be cut to the 
quick. The people should not and will 
not submit to pay a hwvy tribute on a 
necessity of life to swell the riches of a 
few hundred individuals " So says the 
Boston Commercial Bulletin We hope 
that aw ly maybe found to punish and 
break up the Sugar Trust without seri- 
ously reducing te sugar duties, and thus 
putting a stop to the development of our 
beet-root and sorghum sugar industries. 
If Congress will only take hold ot this 
trust question in earnest next winter it 
can soon end the Sugar Trust and all 
other trusts which are monopolistic in 
their tendencies and therefore at war 
with the public welfare.
